Why should every other food article that 
is adulterated be pa«sed by and tbu one 
article singled out (or leglilatloaf We 
have no objection whatever to any pare 
food laws which may be passed and winch 
apply to all articles alike, but we have 
decided objections to singling out this ar- 
tlc'.c, never even charged as being Injuri- 
ous, and a tax placed on it.

osition. 
We insist that very little, if any,' 


corn Hoar has been mixed with wfieal 
Qoor and laid us straight wheat flour. 
This may have been done in a few Iso- 
lated instances, as there pro alwajs some 
unscrupulous Individuals ro take advan- 
tage of customers, but even so It is not co 
very bod. Glucose is mode of corn and 
is mixed witb our sjrups and our sugars 
to a]vf ry large extent. Buytni until very 
recently supposed they v?er<i getting pure 
cane molasses and oano sugar, bat Inas- 
much as it is well known now that gla- 
2oee is railed in and as they found very 
little difference iu the goods with this 
mixture in them, they hnvo censed to say 
anything aboni the matter and continue 
to consume as before. This would nn- 
doubtidly be true wilh corn floor. How- 
ever, we have not tho slightest objection 
to any pure food law or any law passed 
simply insisting on these goods being 
branded eiaotly what they are. We arc 
met In this case with the argument that 
congress cannot pass any laws unless they 
are internal vavenuo laws, and must, 
therefore, place a tax in ordtr to rrnperly 
regulate. Wo deny this allegation in toto 
It Is not necessary lor congress to pabs 
any'law on this subject any more than 
any other snbjact of a kindred nature 
The necessity does not eslst any more 
than it does in every other article of food 
(hat is consumed, and if it exists at all it 
exists for all alike. Some of the state 
Ifgltlatcrs In the west liavo taken this 
question up and in every instance have

It is the real 
wort however, of tbe northwestern mill- 
ers' combine. J he nharge of adulteration 
of whoat flojr is only a minor ono. To go 
at It from a matter of fact standpoint, if 
any of this Is boing done it Is b' ing done 
very quietly rnd by the pcofcle who intro- 
duced this Ull, but its real aim Is to shut 
off a competition that has aprung up for 
them In tho last year. Nearly all of tbe 
country south of tho Ohio river is at pres- 
ent uOog flocr n.ade and blended iu the 
manuer referred to atovo, namely, wheat 
and corn flour mixed, and It is sold for 
euoh. It Is better liked In tbe south th-n 
straight wheat flour and is really super- 
seding that article. Illinois and adjacent 
states have found a new market for their 
corn and It has excited the jealousy nf tbe 
northwestern wheat miller. Many hun- 
dred barrels of corn flour per day are be- 
ing made In tbe west and finds ready tale 
lontb and a corresponding drcreaco in 
the demand for northwestern wheat flonr 
Is, of course, being experienced. This 
government has already spent a great deal 
of money to find a better market borne 
and abroad for its coin productf. As you 
doubtless know, tbe production of corn in 
this country is four and one-half tlmea 
that of wheat, hence tbe desire for a prof- 
itable market for his corn. Immediately 
that a market Is found that threatens « 
curtailment of wheat flonr to any extent 
the cry ia railed that It Is adulterated and 
must be taxed. 
Thlf, we think, li about 


tbe most ridiculous and iniquitous pro- 
oeedlrg that ever threatened any food ar- 
ticle. In the first place, if it wui being 
mixed with wheat Oonr and told without 
tbe customer knowing it, It would net be 
half at bad at represented. Whatever elta 
may have been (aid about corn flaur, it 
eaunot be laid, nor bat It ever been laid, 
that It w»i Injmloui In thp least to tbe 
coninnwr. If thit ttatament it true (and 
we challenge any onu to dlipoU it) why 
•honld wa be PO anxiaat to plane »o tm- 
bvfo OB it, wnlb It li well known tta; 


tb« rich man who, revels ia " Pillnbury's 
Best" pays no tax whatever? The farmer 
in tbe great corn belt Is also interested in 
this question. Corn has ruled very cheap 
foi 'everal years, while wheat ia at a high 
price. If now usoa are found for 001 n 
flour whereby the price has a chance of 
becoming augmented and wberebv he 
finds a readier market for the disposal of 
bis crop, should tho government step in 
and plaoa an embargo on it? There is 
already a large public sentiment In the 
•west springing up against anything pf 
this kind as Injurious to both farmer and 
donsumer, and it Is uradoally davcine on 
the people that this will benefit no ono 
but the nortbwostorn mlllfrs' comblce. 


At a recent meeting of tbe national 


board of trade held at Washington a 
strong effort was made by the representa- 
tives of the combine to have a resolution 
adopted, recommending the piecing of a 
tax on blended flour. Strenuous efforts 
weru made to paes this resolution and Ite 
advocates bud the field to tbfmfclvep, 
but notwithstanding thi«, it 
WBP soon 


found that a resolution recommending a 
tax could not bo passed and they hud to 
be content with a resolution recommend- 
ing that tbe flour be branded ju^t what it 
really is, and this passed the comujittee 
by only a narrow majority. As a matter 
of faof, there is no call for legislation on 
this subject except from tbe combine be- 
fore referred to, and we feel quite confi- 
dent that tbe people will see to H through 
their representatives that no BUch legisla- 
tion, inimical liotb tc the inteics's ol tie 
farmer and tho laborer alike, ia passed."

Of 
coarse the price of a shave is only 15 
eonts, but nearly all of the guests of 
prominent hotels are men of wealth 
end they usually puy the barber a quar- 
ter, or give him a bigger tip, occasion- 
ally, than that. The western senator, 
however, never pajs more than 15 cents 
for a shave. His skin is very thin and 
his beard is very tough, and unless I am 
very careful I am liable to draw blood 
on him. If a single drop of blood ap- 
pears and he discovers it, then there is a 
terrifie row, for he is a very eccentric 
sort of a person. He sent for me to 
come to his room last Sunday morning 
and give him a shave there, and I did 


He sat in a rocking- chair and 


leaned very far back while I was shav- 
ing. I guess he must have fallen asleep, 
because he bad a sort of convulsive 
twitch and pushed his feet out against 
the mantel piece so that he fell over 
backward and struck his head upon the 
floor of the room. I dropped my razor 
instantly and grabbed him as he was 
falling, so that I saved aim from the 
full force of the fall and I think that 
maybe I saved (his life or saved himfrom 
serious injury. At any rate, after I 
had finished shaving him, I expected 
some sort of a reward, but got my reg- 
ular 15 cents and nothing else. If he 
were like other men vv ho are shaved as 
regular customers I would not mind 
this matter of receiving co tip at all 
but he requires unusual attention and 
extraordinary care. He insists upon 
having five hot towels applied to his 
face and five cold towels afterward. 
The towel washing alone costs at least 
half the price of the sjhave, and I give 
him at least twice as much as I have 
give to other customers mho come here. 
Of course his position is such as to com- 
mand consideration on the part of the 
barber, and I am glad to be able to say 
that he Is one of my customers; never- 
theless, I feel that I am losing money 
•whemever I give him my time and skill 
and attention. 


"One of the most deligthtful men 


ever had in a barber's chair isCongress- 
man Joe Cannon, of Illinois. He only 
shaves his upper lip, and it would be a 
comparatively easy job but for the facl 
that he is one of thoao red-haired, red- 
ttklnned people, who have a very stiff 
bristling beard, and it is very difficult to 
take care of him without making any 
bad breiks. Moreover, he shaves his 
upper lip clear up to the nose, and it is 
difficult to give him exactly the kind of 
a sftave he wants without cutting his 
nose. He is a very liberal man and al- 
ways pay more that the work is worth 
so that I have a great deal of pleasure in

That was the address upon a card which

Her pocket 
lad been picked, her ticket and money 
were pone, and the train was rapidly 
approaching the great city of New 
York.

F. B. Hawley asked her some questions, 
and elicited the fact that she was on 
icr way from Canada to meet her Inia- 
jand in Rahway, N. J. She hadn't even 
money to pay her way across town to 
the ferry which would take her to Jer- 
sey City. Mr. Uawley offered her a five- 
dollar bill. She declined to receive it, 
jut accepted a dollar, and asked his ad- 
dress so that she might return it. He 
gave her a card with the above address. 
She went to the Taylor house, where her 
husband was well known, and was soon 
joined by him there. 
LJ. B. Hawley, of Hawleyville," did a 


good daj's work in helping the young 
mother. She was the v>ife of a soldier, 
and in after years the incident largely 
resulted in aiding the kind gentleman 
in his aspirations for political prefer- 
nent. He was elected and reeleded lo the 
United States senate, and to-day repre- 
sents the state of Connecticut in that 
distinguished body. This incidenthaa 
never been related in print before. 


At the battle of Cedar Creek, in Oc- 


tober, 1864, there was displayed great 
gallantry on both sides, and the men- 
tion of one particular deed of bravery is 
not Intended to militate against the 
merits of thousands of others. In the 
afternoon, after Sheridan had com- 
pleted his ride "from Winchester, 20 
miles away," after he had reformed tie 
lines of his shattered army and was ad- 
vancing, the army of Western Virginia 
v.as ordered to charge across a mans*. 
The confederate troops were on the one 
side, with loaded muskets, and with 
artillery. The commander of oneof the 
brigades in that army was in Ohio 
colonel. He was fighting on foot lead- 
ing his men. The morass stopped the 
men, bat the colonel commanding the 
brigade went right on, floundering 
through mad almost waist deep. He 
was shot once, and hi* clothes were 
actually riddled with bullets, bat he 
went ahead, waving his snord. and the 
men followed. He was the first mtn 
over the slough. His name was Ruther- 
ford B. Hayes, and be waa afterward* 
president of tiuc republic.

DON'T COVER FURNITURE. 


It Meann That the Article* Are Either 


Too Goad or Not Good Enough. 
Costuming1 furniture is quite an art, 


but there are two sides to the art, aa 
well as to the furniture, and it iswell to 
look at both. In some places of public 
resort in the city, notably one of our 
finest theaters, the chairs and furni- 
ture in the boxes are covered with linen, 
so that we come to one of two conclu- 
sion1!. Either the furniture is worn and 
shabby and should be repaired, or it is 
too fine for daily use, in wtoich case a 
medium class of serviceable goods 
should replace it. It is scant courtesy 
to an audience to permit the furniture 
to receive them in undress. 


In the home it is even worse. There 


is always a suggestion of unsanitary 
conditions in the brown stool and chair 
coverings so often encountered In dis- 
mal parlors. The ghostlike draperies 
remind one of funeral occasions, or the 
summer outing of the family when the 
pia.no wears bloomers and the chairs 
are all muffled to the ears to protect 
them trom dust and atmosphere while 
their owners are absent. 


It is not considered (healthy to have 


much upholstery in the house, anti- 
septic laws demanding light, airy fur- 
niture, which will not offer accommo- 
dation to moths and microbes. Sofas 
and chairs that can be easily handled 
and hangings that do aot exclude nir 
and light have replaced the curtained 
four-poster bed and heavy draperies of 
our ancestors. Easy chairs muffled in 
wraps are not inviting, and should be 
seat *with other antiques to tthe furni- 
ture hospital, there tobe remodeled and 
renovated. It is an exploded idea that 
massive pieces of furniture—such 
as 


those it takes (wo men to move—lire 
necessary to the decoration or cape of a 
purler. Tlie introduction of flats has 
done much to simplify our involved 
methods of living; nervous prostration 
is less frequent since the principles of 
hygiene m the home ha\ebeen learned 
"by the new woman.

In all cases of embroidery on linen 


the work should be carefully pressed 
when finishi1:?. and it is important for 
every embroiderer to know how this 
may be done in the simplest and safest 
manner. . . . The proper way to 
press the finished work is to lay the em- 
broidery face (low-n on a clean cloth 
spread over an ironing-blanket or two 
or three tlhicknesses of flannel; place a 
thin, dampened cloth on the back of the 
article to be pressed, and tiheu use a 
hot iron deftly on the wet surface until 
it is perfectly dry. A steaming process 
is ihtis engendered, whereby the em- 
broidered linen is rendered smooth and 
the effectiveness of the work much en- 
hanced.—Woman's Home Companion.

where snows lie deep ami rojuls are few 
and far between, or from pleasure in 
ihe more frequented districts. Chris- 
uania may now be recognized as the 
center of all winter recreations, and 
Holmenkollen, on the heights, in tine 
neighborhood, as the headquarters ot 
skiing. Here club and county compe- 
titions are held, as well as the great 
meeting, the "Derby of Norway," which 
the whole city usually turns out to see. 
The hill on which the great event is 
held looks formidable enouglh, but ita 
height and steepness are much exag- 
gerated. It is 100 feet above the level of 
the lake which forms a plain at ita base, 
the slope or track being 160 yards long, 
the angle of the upper two-thirds to the 
"hop," or platform, whence the leap is 
made, being about 15 degrees, and the 
lower portion 25 degrees. A competitor 
starting from the top, with crer in- 
creasing speed, gains the 'Ihop," leaps 
Into the air, darts through it like a 
bird, and, on reaching the snow again, 
continues his course downward until 
be reaches the plain (lake) at the foot, 
•where he finally stops by taking a sharp 
turn, and faces the slope which, he has 
so quickly descended. It requires nerve 
as well aa skill to shoot do wn such a de- 
clivity and take such a bound, and il 
mart be remembered that in a leap of 
60 feet the sheer fall is about 30 feet. 
On the last occasion the greatest dis- 
tance covered was 87 feet, which is the 
record leap at the Holmenkollen meet 
ing. but at local competition the week 
previously the same youth mode a suc- 
cessful bound of 103^ feet, a record 
which it will be difficult to beat, though 
120 feet have been cleared with a sub- 
sequent fall.

The 
apple dealers, It is said, will be the chief 
euflerers, for the German trade In apple* 
bus had considerable to do with regulat- 
ing tho home market. 


Last autumn rKpresoutatlves of a num- 


ber of the prominent apple houses of Bre- 
men and Hamburg came to this country 
and nrgert the dealers to supply the Ger- 
man markets with the popular fruit. 
Some of them went so far as to oiler a 
guarantee, claiming to tee their way clear 
thtoagh the great demand in the father- 
land for fine fruit, which has been scarce 
in Germany this yeor. A great many of 
the merchants saw a harvest in trading 
with the Gcrmans>nd shipped tho surplus 
of the fanciest apples that came to the 
local market. 


The merchants s»y that the alleged 


cause for the Issuance of the'decrec Is ri- 
diculous for only tho finest variety of ap- 
ples was shipped across th« water. They 
deny that any California vermin infested 
the fruit. 


Benjamin Xewhall, one of the heaviest 


handlers ofapples in tbo west, said: "It 
Is all both to say that tho California ap- 
ples are infested with vermin. The Ger- 
mans got tho pick of the land. The 
American merchants bad begun to regard 
the German field as an especially profit 
able one for them to opersM in and they 
sot about to supply the market. I think 
I am pretty near It when I say that not 
less than 75,000 barrels of apples were 
shipped to the German markets last sea-
